alomic 
bomb 


dropped on Hiroshima in 1345. 


The 
bomb 
presumably 
was 


mounted on a steel tower, as thin 
first one was, and Ihe government 
indicated France 
still does not 


have an alomic device portable 
enough lo be dropped from a piano 
or propelled by a missile. 


The communique said Ihe sec- 


ond bomb "constituted a step lo- 
ward miniaturization with the ob- 
jective of preparing an operational 
weapon." It was further disclosed 
thai a new syslem was used to 
create the "crilical mass" which 
occurs when the componenls of 
the bomb combine to produce tho 
blast. The government said the 
quantities used in accomplishing 
t'his were considerately less than 
Ihose used in the earlier bomb 


After Ihe first explosion, the 


French government announced il 
would push ahead with its pro- 
gram of atomic weapon develop- 
ment. The French also have said 
they would not be bound by any 
agreement for a nuclear lesl bail 
that might be reached by the 
United States, Britain and t'he So- 
viet Union at their Geneva talks 
until agreement also was reached 
on worldwide nuclear disarma- 
ment. 


The second French test was no 


surprise. Wenthcr experts had ad- 
vised that if the explosion was not 
held before the start of the Sa- 
hara summer in May, the seasonal 
shift in the prevailing winds would 
force postponement until fall.
